David's brothers and sisters are: Catherine (Underwood) 1837, David, 
1838 (August 15); John Oliver; Daniel B,, March 19, 1842; Mary (Speer), 
October 25, 1844; Wilson, 1846; Thomas, May 28, 1848; Anne (McPherson), 1851. 


Charles Hunnicutt married Delena Haworth February 15, 1893; David 
Hugnicutt married Martha Ross May 5, 1865; David's father was Thomas and 
his mother's maiden name was Susannah Bailey. Thomas Hunnicutt was born 
June 13, 1811, in Prince George County, Virginia, near Stony Creek Friends 
Meeting, south of Petersburg. He had two brothers and two sisters and one 
half-brother (by father); oldest brother was John Hunnicutt who settled 
and died near Kokomo, Indiana. Next was Macajah who lived with his mother 
and built the Francis Bangham place buildings, He had no children. 
Sisters were Mary Ann who married John E. Peebles and they settled near 
Wabash, Indiana. Florence Gallimore's grandmother was this Mary Ann. 

The next sister was Martha Jane, Izzie Bobbitt's mother, who married John 
Oren as his second wife, living near Dover. 


The above Thomas Hunnicutt (1811) was son of Thomas Hunnicutt of 
Prince George County, Virginia, and Elizabeth Peebles Hunnicutt. This 
Elizabeth was Dover John Peebles’ aunt. (We are interested in Dover John 
Peebles because he was father of Dave Peebles of Wilmington and Auber 
Peebles's grandfather.) She was a sister of Johnathan Bailey's mother 
whose maiden name was Almeda Peebles. This Johnathan was thus a first cousin 
of Thomas Hunnicutt (1811) and also of his wife Susannah Bailey Hunnicutt 
because his father, David Bailey, was a brother of Susannah Bailey 
Hunnicutt's father Daniel Bailey the pioneer. 


This Daniel Bailey came through in 1804 (single) and lived the first 
winter in a hollow sycamore tree on the bank of Toods Fork and settled on 
the present Strickle place near Dover, (Patched own pants in hollow log. 
Indian watched and said "no squaw."’) While David Bailey, a brother, came 
in 1827 and settled on the William Haworth farm. Along with David Bailey 
in 1827 came Thomas Hunnicutt, (1811), and his mother, Elizabeth Peebles 
Hunnicutt. We don't know when his father, Thomas Hunnicutt of Virginia, 
was born, but he was a Quaker and is buried in Prince George County, 
Virginia near where a Quaker quarterly meeting was held. We lose out here 
but we know that he was descended from one of the three brothers who came 
from Scotland in 1728. Linton Hunnicutt has a watch that one of these 
brothers bought in London and brought with him. However, the Virginia 
Thomas Hunnicutt's wife (widow) Elizabeth Peebles Hunnicutt, came and bought 
the farm known as the Francis Bangham farm across from Uncle Alton Haworth's 
farm (at that time it belonged to Jeese Barnett and she bought it from him). 
Macajah Hunnicutt bought it from his mother's estate. Elizabeth Hunnicutt 
is buried at Dover (no atone). She must have died in the Forties. This 
concludes all we know about Thomas Hunnicutt's (1811) parents. 
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We now take up David Hunnicutt's mother, Susannah Bailey Hunnicutt, 
daughter of Daniel Bailey the pioneer. She was born February 9, 1810, or 
three days before Clinton County was organized, which was February 12, 1810. 
She had five sisters and four brothers. The order of ages of the girls was 
Martha Bailey Oren, then Susannah, then Sarah B. Hunt, then Joanna B. Oren, 
then Elizabeth (Aunt Betsy) Bailey, a girl who died in infancy, and Mary B. 
Hornaday. The boys were George Bailey (Luther's grandfather); David (not 
the Virginia emigrant); Josiah, inventor of the auger bit (Albert Bailey's 
father); Daniel, Jr. eon of the emigrant who married Aseneth Underwood, 
sister of William Underwood. This Daniel was the father of Nathan Bailey. 
Martha Bailey Oren (Patsy) was the first wife of John Oren who, after her 
death, married Martha Jane Hunnicutt (sister of my great-grandfather Thomas). 
Her children were Eli Oren, Eliza Speer (Sammy's wife), Bailey Oren who 
died in the Civil War, Asa Oren who moved to Iroquois County, Illinois; Henry 
who died in the Union army, belonging to the same company as Uncle Dan 
Hunnicutt, (Company C, 79th Regiment Ohio Volunteer Infantry), Martha 
Oren South who died in Iroquois County, Illinois. Sarah Bailey Hunt who 
married Nathan Hunt at Martinsville. She left one child, David Hunt. 


Joanna Bailey Oren married John A, Oren (a nephew of the above John 
Oren). Her children were Alfred, Mary, who died single, Sarah Ann Wright 
who lived near Lexington, James Oren, Chalkley Oren, Maggie McCoy who is 
wife of Hugh McCoy, Susan 0. McCoy who is no relation of Hugh, Daniel Oren — 
and John Oren, neither of whom had children, 


Elizabeth (Betsy) Bailey who lived in house back of Will Starbucks 
(I remember her) and who died single. Mary Bailey Hornaday, wife of John 
Hornaday. Their children, Allen and Albert left this country. 


George Bailey who married Lydia Shields. Their children were Delitha B,. 
Compton and William Bailey whose children were Cliff and Corwin Bailey; 
Hannah Mary Bailey Carrol of Harveysburg and her husband was Joseph Carrol; 
Josiah H. (Little Josiah) Bailey whose wife was Sydney McPherson, their 
children were Luther Bailey; Sylvia Bailey who died single; Enos P. Bailey 
whose first wife was a Hiney, by this union came George Bailey of Wilmington, 
second marriage was to Belle Paukett woman who gave birth to Elmer Bailey.. 
This finishes George Bailey's children. 


David Bailey (not emigrant but brother of Susannah) his wife was a 
Janney, a niece of the second wife of Richard Haworth. His son Joseph was 
killed in the last battle of the Civil War, fine looking man. Josiah Bailey 
the inventor (brother of Susannah.) He married a Jenkins, daughter of 
Israel Jenkins. Their children were: Hannah Bailey Pidgeon who married 
David Pidgeon now in California, who was a brother of Henry Pidgeon; 

Albert Bailey of Wilmington who married Mary Hussey; Maryanna Starbuck, 
wife of W. A. Starbuck. 


Daniel Bailey (not the pioneer but brother of Susannah). He married 
Asenith Underwood, a sister of Uncle William Underwood. Their children were 
Amon Bailey (know nothing of him, died Topeka); Nathan Bailey who had three 
children, lives in Lawrence, Kansas; Edith Evans who also lives in Lawrence. 
She is the mother of Jess Willard's wife. Milo Bailey who lives in northern 
Montana; Mary Anna Bailey Vaughn who is in California (home in Kansas, Sumner 
County); "twins" Hattie Bailey Weightman living in California, Lottie Bailey 
living in Oklahoma; Elmer Bailey, lived in California; Albert Bailey 
(youngest) know nothing of him. 
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Susannah Bailey Hunnicutt's father was Daniel Bailey. He was the 
pioneer and settled on Strickle place in 1804, coming from Prince George 
County, Virginia. We do not know the date of his birth but he is buried in 
Dover Cemetery in an unmarked grave. His brother David, who settled near 
Dover in 1827, was father of Johnathan Bailey, founder of Whittier, 
California. Another brother was father of James E. Bailey, the great 
Quaker preacher who was grandfather of Governor Stubbs of Kansas and another 
brother Josiah whose descendents live in Whittier, California. Susannah 
Bailey Hunnicutt's mother was Mary Haworth, a sister of Mahlon Haworth, 
who emigrated to Ohio from Fall River, East Tennessee. For this line see 
Haworth Geneology. For wife of David Hunnicutt see late write up, and for 
Haworth-West-Johnson lines, see later articles. 


Notes: 


Susannah B. Hunnicutt's mother was Mary Haworth Bailey, wife of 
Daniel Bailey, brother of David Bailey from Virginia. When they were married 
100 pumpkin pies were baked in a mud oven for the celebration. 


Abidon Bailey emigrated from England in 1777. His first wife was 
Mary Hargrave. He was father of Daniel Bailey and David Bailey, the 


Clinton County pioneers. 


John E, Peebles and Mary Ann Hunnicutt were first cousins. 


Johnathan Bailey's father was David Bailey, brother ‘of Daniel Bailey, 
the pioneer. 


Almeda Peebles was this David Bailey's wife. 


David Bailey settled at the Dover place now owned by Lena Hunnicutt. 
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"The Wests were ‘An Ancient Family of Maightly Rank’ connected by ties of 
marriage and descent with royal lincages and other families of peeraga, and auong 
the landed gentry of the type throughout the Kingdom." 


“Sir Thomas da West, tha first of whom there ig a record, was knighted in 
1326. There seems no doubt but he was the ancestor of the Englich Wests. However, 
ho genealogical descent hag been traced“from him down to the Wests of this sketch. - 


The Weste had lived at Long Crendom eiuce the tima of Richard II. They becawe 
Quakers in 1667. Col. Janos West, the friend and proselyte of Rampden, was the 
first West Quaker. 


William West of long Crendon, Buckinghaushire, England, married Elizabeth _ 
who died 8th month, 6th, 1654. He died lot month, lith, 1696. ‘They were both 
buried at Meadla. They wave Quakers. 


Thomas West of the fanily of Llerd Delaware, aon of William and Elizabeth was 
married about 1682 to Aan (or Rachel) Gilpin, daughter of Taowas ead Joan Bartholenew 
Gilpin of Ghillingeford, Oxfordshire,

Magazine for March, 1930, contains a list of persons of Pittsylvania 
County, Virignia, who furnished provision for the army during the Revolution, 
under the Commissioners Provisions Law. In the list is the ansme of Joseph West. 
There were only two Joseph Weste in that county at that date, one being Joseph 
Senior, and the other Joseph, Junior, who was « soldier in the arny end not in a 
position to furnish provisions. it follows, therefore, that hio father, Josoph 
was the wen thus listed. 


The included copy is of the photestat of the original record which is in the 
files of the Virginia State Library. ‘The reader should note that the price of the 
cow is crossed out, showing that the enimal was a gift. This is only one record 
but enough to verify the fanily tradition that Joseph West furnished provisions 
for the army, and is listed aa a Patriot. 


Such service entitles hia desceadanta to mombership in the DAR. and SAR, 
other records being satisfactory. Pemily tradition credits Joseph and his son, 
Qwon, with furnishing mill products and guns, but that tradition remains unverie 
fied, although most probable, in view of the fact that Joseph had two sons and a

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Benjamin West, Famous Quaker Artist 
By Leonard &. Kenworthy 


(Thies is the first iu a series of articles in which the author attempts to 
show that Quakerism has contributed not only great religious leaders to the world, 
but that it has likewise produced scientists, educators, statcamen, ne me and 
euthors who have achieved renown in thoir respective fields.) 


From an obscure lad in the Pennsylvania wilderness, Benjanin West becema the 
moot distinguished English painter of his day and the first great American artiat, 


Bie birth at Swertheore, Pennsylvania, on April 10, 1738 in a aimple, Quaker, 
colonial home was an odd contrast to his later position a8 historical painter to 
Ring George the third of England, and President of the Royal Society of Great Britain. 


Ris first scquaintance with colores wae made by friendly Indians whe lived near 
his heme and often took him into the woods to teach him archery and hunting. They 
showed him how to make red andyellow points end haw to combine these with the blue 
Which he obtained from hig mother's “raped This wae the beginning 6f hia interest 
ia colors and painting. 


One dey while hia sister was visiting the West home, end everyone was out of 
the house, Benjfanineketched his little neice fn her crib, On hie mther's return 
he spied the paper and instead of chiding him for hie frivolity, as he had exe 
pected, she kissed him and praised him for the remarkable Iikeness which he had 
drawa. Later on West said, "It was thio kiss from my mother than made me a pointer." 


Benjamin had never seen a point brush but he had underatood that they wore 
made of camel's hair fantencd to @ quill. Ris desire for one waa eo great thaat 
he conceived the idea of using the hair from the dat's tail to make his brushes. 
Without saying anything to the family he proceeded to extract the necessary equip- 
ment for his paint brush. fis father soon became worried about the appearance of 
the family cat and upon investigation discovered the experimeat that Benjamin had 
been making. ‘his prevented further brush making in the West fanlly. 


At twenty-two years of age Benjamin West went to italy to study the masterpleces 
in the art galleries of that country. 


After a atay of several wonths*® duration, he wont to Englend where he 
vemained for therest of his life. It was in the church of St. Martin’ s-in-the- 
Field that he was married to Elizabeth Schewell im 1765. 


Because of financiel circumstances West could not devote all of hia time to 
painting, so some of his friends ondeavored to raise sufficient funds te meke him 
finsacially independent. Among these distinguished persons were Doctor Johnson, 
the writer; Edmund Burke, the oteteruan; and particularly Dromond, archbishop of 
the Charch of England. 


Ast appreciation was at @ low ebb in England and these wen were unsuccessful 
in their atteupt. Therefore, they presented their case to the King who made Bane 
jamin Weot historical painter to the court of England. ; 
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Among his most femous paintings are "Penn's Treaty with the Indians," King 
Lear," “Christ Rejected," and "Christ Healiag the Sick in tha Temple.” The latter 
picutra hangsin the Priends® Hospital ia Philadelphia, where edaission charges 
for ite inspection, during zeny years, hawe paid for the cara of @ lerge number 
of davalids. His most famous historical scena ie the Death of General Wolfe. 


After the Death of Benjamin Weat on December 6, 1817, he was buried ia 
St. Paul's cathedral near che graves of Sir Joshua Reynolds, noted Englieh 
portrait painter, and Sir Christopher Wren, faned English architect. 


His contributions to Chriatian art did a great deal towards removing the ob- 
jections Friends had held to painting end made hima valued personage both to the 
Society of Friends and to the world.
